NAZI DIESEL BOMBER. FLIES 
AT 40,000 FEET, USED IN 
DAY ASSAULTS ON BRITAIN 


LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP). 


HE Nazis have .been em- 

ploying a new type of sub- 

stratosphere bomber, pow- 
ered with super-charged Diesel 
motors, in recent daylight raids 
on Britain, it was disclosed yes- 
terday.

ers—including Flying Fortresses— 
attacked three enemy merchant 
ships and a cruiser off New 
Guinea’s coasts, a communique said 
today. 

_ Gen, MacArthur reported that 
‘patrols were active on both sides 
in the Owen Stanley mountain re- 
gion, Where the Japanesé hive been 
stalled in their attempted advance 
on Port Moresby, but the situation 
“remains unchanged.” 

In the attacks on shipping, one 
Allied bomb blew the stern off a 
Japanese freighter near Seloe 
Island in the Tanimbar Island 
group between Australia and New 
Guinea, and left the ship in a 
sinking condition, the communique 
said. .- 

Another ship was attacked with 
machine-gun fire in the same raid 
and farther north, off the Kai Is- 
lands, still another Japanese ship. 
was bombed with undetermined re- 
sults, 

Flying Fortresses. found a Japa- 
nese cruiser and destroyer south- 
east of New Britain Island, east 
of New Guinea, and despite poor 
weather conditions and intense 
anti-aircraft fire, attacked the 
cruiser. Results could not be seen, 
it was announced. All the Fort- 
resses returned safely. 

Allied medium bombers attacked 
Lae twice within a few minutes 
and the 17 tons of bombs dumped 
on the base destroyed two heavy 
Japanese bombers and. started 
fires, the communique said.

CAR CAPITAL 


Unofficial Reports Place Advance Units Only 
100 Miles From Tananarive—Other . 
Drives Progressing. 


LONDON, Sept,'14 (AP)—The 
British announced today the cap- 
ture of Maevatanana, 150 miles by 
road northwést of Tananarive, cap- 
ital of Madagascar, and informa- 
tion reaching some military quar- 
ters here indicated that advance 
forces had pushed on to within 100 
miles of the capital. | 
By this account the British al- 
ready had covered fully half of 
the distance to. the capital—230 
miles air line from the northwest 
Madagascar port of Majunga, one 
of three ports where the British 
landed last Thursday in an effort 
to prevent use of the French island 
by the Axis. 

Week end reports placing the 
British 70 miles or less from Ta- 
nanarive were unsubstantiated, 

A communique said the forces 
pushing into Madagascar from 
three direction were making good 
progress, and that besides captur- 
ing Maetvatanana, advance detach- 
ments were moving on across the 
mountains to the southwest toward 
Andriba, about 125 miles north of 
the capital on another road, 

Allied forces which landed far- 
ther south at Morondava were re- 
ported meeting “little or no oppo- 
sition” on the advance inland. 
From Ambanja, on the northwest 
coast, another column was report- 
ed “making good progress” south- 
ward. 

The force advancing from Maj- 
unga encountered resistance from 


Vichy forces at a bridge over the 
River Betsiboka, but this was over- 
come Saturday. The defenders 
had dropped the middle span of 
the suspension bridge into the 
river to hold up the British. 


The most serious fighting possi- 
bly wag atill ahead, for the 4000- 
foot plateau on which Tananarive 
is situated is said to be- the best 
defended area of Madagascar, It 
is approached by steep, winding 
roads. — 

An official report from Nairobi, 
Kenya Colony, said that no French 
artillery fired in the course of the 
British landing at Majunga Thurs- 
day. British 15 and six-inch naval 
guns were at hand, but it was not 
necessary to bring them into ac- 
tion, 
Semi-official reports from Nai- 
robi stated the British started 
landing at Majunga shortly after 
midnight; and that French forces 
were engaged at.dawn. The city 
was captured in three hours. Naval 
planes patrolling overhead were 
unchallenged. “French casualties 
were happily very light;” the Nai- 
robi reports said. Total losses for 
both sides were given as between 
80. and 40 men. 


Military commentators empha- 
sized the desire to keep casualties 
down, saying that this considera- 
tion might slow up the campaign 
just as it did operations in Syria 
last year.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 14 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Henry L. Stim- 
son has refused to permit the 
Army and Navy to transport and 
distribute “war ballots” to New 
York voters in overseas military 
service, a New York State War 
Ballot Commission source, who 
would not permit use of his name, 
said today.

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TWO-YEAR TAX BILL TO MEET 
TREASURY GOAL IS PROPOSED 


Senator Byrd Urges Adoption of Sales Levy, 
Calls for Compulsory War Bond 
Savings Program... 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP), 
—A program linking compulsory 
savings with the enactment of a 
two-year revenue bill that would 


yield the Treasury's full goal of 
$8,700,000,000 annually in new taxes 
was advanced by Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, today as the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee neared the 
end of its job of rewriting the 
House tax bill. 

Expressing dissatisfaction with 
both the terms and the yield of 
the pending measure, Byrd told 
reporters he thought the com. it- 
tee ought yet to adopt a salés levy 
and change other rate schedules 
to create a tax -structure that 
would last at least two years and 
produce upward of 26 billion dol- 
lars in direct ann revenue, 

When that was ne, he said, 
legislation should be enacted to 
compel the public to buy Govern- 
ment bonds in order to provide the 
financing needed to keep the war 
program running at full blast. 

“We are going to have a 50 bil- 
lion dollar deficit this year and 
unless we have compulsory savings 
which, will channel the money into 
the Treasury, I don’t see how we 
are going to finance it,” he told 


reporters. 


The committee already has vot- 
ed to amend the bill to direct a 
joint Congressional study of com- 
pulsory savings plans. : 

Byrd pointed out that as the 
revenue bill now stands, the Treas- 
ury has estimated it would yield 
only $7,100,000,000 in direct new 
taxes, which is $830,000,000 more 
than the House-approved total but 
still $1,600,000,000 short of Treas- 
ury requests, 

Byrd said that if this total stood, 
a new tax bill would have to be 
written in January. 

“That’s the worst thing that 
could happen,” he asserted. “We 
ought to settle the tax questions 
now for two years so that taxpay- 
ers could know what to expect dur- 
ing the war period.” 

While Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, said all of the rate sched- 
ules thus far adopted were open to 
revision, he directed the commit- 
tee’s primary attention today to 
the question of amending or re- 
pealing the present law permitting 
the Army and Navy to renegotiate 
war contracts to scale down prof-

George has favored an over-all 
limitation on the profits any com- 
pany might obtain from Govern- 
ment business during the war.

Longshoremen Here — 


Company Had Made 
Better Wage Offer. 


The two Mississippi River ter- 
minals of the Federal Barge Lines 
here were tied up today when 150 
members of AFL International 
Longshoremen’s Association, Local 
1551, went on strike because of dis- 
satisfaction with a War Labor 
Board ruling in a wage dispute. 

The strikers are crane operators, 
checkers and office workers at the 
barge line’s docks at North Market 
street in St. Louis, and at 800 South 
Front street in East St. Louis. 

About 200 Negro dock workers, 

members of Locals 1400 and 1401 
of the same union, were made idle 
by the walkout of Local 1551. 
In prolonged negotiations for 
wage increases, the union rejected 
a company offer of a 5 per cent 
increase and submitted the case to 
the War Labor Board. 

The WLB, in a ruling designed 
to equalize wage ra throughout 
the river system, awarded pay in- 
creases ranging from 1 to 8 cents 
an hour. 

Because the scale in St. Louis al- 
ready was relatively high, raises 
applicable here were low. Larry 
Long, business agent of Local 1551, 
said 10 per cent of the union's 
members received a i-cent hourly 
increase and the rest, those mak- 
ing more than $139 a month, re 
ceived no increase. 

Because the WLB award was less 
than the company’s previous offer, 
ahd because the board did not ap- 
ply its formula of granting 15 per 
cent raises over rates prevailing on 
Jan. 1, 1941, to cover the cost-of- 
living increase, members of Local 
1551 voted at a special meeting yes- 
terday to go on strike this morn- 
ing. 

The East St. Louis dock workers, 
members of Local 1401, who re 
ceived a 2-cent increase, went on 
strike Thursday night and re- 
turned to work Saturday night 
when the WLB agreed to review 
its wage findings. The St. Louis 
dock workers’ local, No. 1400, is 
scheduled to meet tonight,

GOODS-IN PROCESS 
In considering total lend-lease 
aid, the. complete picture is not ob- 
tained without including the value 
of goods in process, This category 
represents the value of articles 
ready to be transferred or articles 
for use in the assembly of other 
articles which will shortly be 
transferred. The figure is not to 
be confused with the value of 
goods “on order,” but represents 
completed work for which expen- 
ditures have been made. 
The figure shown in this report 
for goods in process represents 
only the Value of goods in process 
procured from lend-lease appropri- 
ations to the President. (See Ap- 
pendix II). Lend-lease goods _ in 
process procured from lend-lease 
appropriations to the Army and 
Navy are intermingled with simi- 
lar goods procured for the Army’s 
and Navy’s,own use.

LEND-LEASE EXPORTS AND 
CASH PURCHASES. 

Before the Lend-Lease Act was 
passed, the British and others of 
our Allies had let contracts with 
American manufacturers for the 
production of planes, tanks and 
other munitions of war. These or- 
ders, together with the lend-lease 
orders which followed, were large- 
ly responsible for the initial ex- 
pansion of our war production fa- 
cilities, without which the U. S. 
war propram would not be as far 
along as it is today. 

Not only has our war production 
been stimulated by the cash pur- 
chases of our Allies, and hy lend- 
lease orders, but our own Army 
and Navy have been immeasurably 
helped by diversions to them of 
considerable of material so .- fi- 
nanced. 

The items called for by the 
original cash purchase orders of 
our Allies are still coming off the 
assembly lines and are being ex- 
perted side by side with items pro- 
cured from lend-lease furids. Con- 
sequently, in considering the 
amount of weapons and materials 
obtained from the United States 
by our Allies, we should consider 
not only the amount furnished un- 
der lend-lease, but also the amount 
secured by direct purchase. 

From March, 1941, to the end 
of August, 1942, the value of goods 
exported under lend-lease was $3,- 
525,000,000; in this same period the 
value of goods, including muni- 
tions, raw materials and other sup- 
plies, purchased by lend-lease coun- 
tries was approximately $5,800,- 
000,000. 

LEND-LEASE COUNTRIES. 
Under the provisions of the 
Lend-Lease Act of March 11, 1941, 
lend-lease aid may be provided to 
the government of any country 
whose defense the President deems 
vital to the defense of the United 
States.

The development of this type of 
ship has been entrusted to a cor- 
poration, known as “Cargoes, In- 
corporated,” under the control of a 
board of directors, on which the 


Administration, War Department, 
War Production Board, and the Of- 
fice of Lend-Lease Administration 
are represented, All the stock in 
this corporation is owned by the 
Government. Cargoes, Incorporat- 
ed, has now completed the neces- 
sary tests and engineering for a 
full-scale model of the Seamobile, 
and bids are being solicited for the 
construction of the vessel. 

Lend-lease funds have also been 
used to save shipping space and 
refrigeration capacity by the de- 
velopment of dehydrated foodstuffs. 
Dehydrated foods not only with- 
stand the rigors of wartime trans- 
portation but require much less 
cargo space than is necessary for 
other foods, as shown by the ac- 
companying chart. Packaging has 
been improved and progress has 


been made in selecting foods with 
a high ratio of nutritive value. The 
result is that, on the average, a 
thousand tons of food exported to- 
day are the equivalent in food 
value of nearly 2000 tons of food 
exported in the early days of the 
lend-lease program, 

(Here followed a chart showing 
how dehydration of food saves 
shipping space.) 
These various special projects 
have pointed the way to an impor- 
tant function which lend-lease 
funds can perform. War places a 
high premium on ingenuity. With- 
in the lend-lease act and with the 
use of lend-lease funds there is 
ample scope and opportunity for 
the testing and development of new 
ideas that may help to win the war. 


CHAPTER 3. 
LEND-LEASE AGREEMENTS. 
Ever since we began giving aid 
to our Allies, our Allies have been 
giving aid to us. On Sept. 3, 1942, 
this informal pooling of resources 
was made formal in signed agree- 
ments with United Kingdom, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and fighting 
France, . 

With these agreements, the pro- 
gram of reciprocal aid to our forces 
enters upon a new phase. 

The agreements rest on the sim- 
ple principle that each participant 
provide the other with such ar- 
ticles, services, facilities, or infor 
mation as each may be in a posi- 
tion to supply for the joint prosecu- 
tion of the war. The rule to be fol- 
lowed in providing mutual aid is 
that the war production and war 
resources of each nation should be 
used by all United Nations’ forces 
in ways which most effectively uti- 
lize the available materials, man- 
power, production facilities, and 
shipping space. 

The agreements signed on Sept. 
3 carry forward the application of 
these principles in certain impor- 
tant ways. They specif}, in the 
first instance, that while each par- 
ticipant retains the right of final 
decision with reference to its own 
war production and war resources, 
decisions as to the most effective 
use of resources shall, so far as 
possible, be made in common, pur- 
suant to common plans for win- 
ning the war. In the second place, 
they provide, as to financing the 
provision of such aid, that the gen- 
eral rule to be applied is that as 
large a portion as possible of the 
articles and services which each 
participant may authorize to be 
provided to the other shall be in 
the form of reciprocal aid, so that 
the need of each for the currency 
of the other may be reduced to a 
minimum, 

The agreements then go on to 
specify certain specific types of 
assistance which are being pro- 
vided and will increasingly be pro- 
vided for our armed forces abroad: 
Military equipment, munitions, and 
military and naval] stores; supplies, 
materials, facilities, and services: 
for the forces, except for the pay 
and allowance of such forces, ad- |, 
ministrative expenses, and such. 
local purchases as may be made 
outside the usual channels. The 
construction, of military projects, 
tasks, and other capital works will 


of reciprocal aid, both in the terri- 
tories of the participants in the 
agreement, and wherever those 
territories are a more practicable 
source of supply than the United 
States or another of the United 
Nations. — 

The program of reciprocal lend- 
lease has become a very material 
and important aspect of our supply 
problem. It puts the idea of pool- 
ing all our resources for war in its 
most dynamic form. It is more 
than a gracious and much appre- 
ciated gesture of good will. Recip- 
rocal aid represents the most eco- 
nomical use of the war resources 
of the United Nations. It means 
that we are husbanding time and 
transport to use resources where 
they are. It means, also, of course,’ 
that the peoples of Britain, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, already 
on short rations, are freely shar- 
ing what they have with our

In Article Eight the commissars 
are instructed to “carry or a mer- 
ciless fight against cowards, panic- 
mongers, deserters, establishing or- 
der and military discipline with a 
firm hand.” It is only in Article 
Nine, after all these other provi- 
sions, that the commissars’ task 
of directing the political organiza- 
tions and also the party and kom- 
somol organizations in military 
units is laid down. 


No Graft in Army. 

These regulations, outlining the 
specific duties and functions of the 
War coOmmissars, place their’ first 
and greatest stress on upbuilding 
and maintenance of morale, and 
also of the loyalty and of efficien- 
cy, throughout the Soviet Army. 
Nothing is left to chance. Every 
possible loophole for graft or cor- 
ruption inside the Red Army is 
guarded” against. In the Czar’s 
Army, in the last war, millions of 
brave soldiers were killed because 
of staggering graft inside the Army 
supply organizations far behind the 
‘lines. But no whisper of any such 
abuses has ever been heard in the 
Soviet Union since this war began. 
In fact, the Red Army unques- 
tionably is the most effectively and 
most honestly administered Army 
Russia has ever had. 


It should be emphasized that the 
Red Army’s, present commissar 
system is the result of 25 years of 
experiment and evolution. It may 
‘not be perfect, but it works ex- 
tremely well. The idea has long 
been held in democratic countries 
that the Red Army commissars 
were primarily political agitators, 
but today there is a great mass of 
evidence to demonstrate that they 
have, first and foremost, built the 
Russian Army’s morale with great 
solidity. 


When the Bolshevists, - under 
Lenin, took charge of Russia’s des- 
tiny, they had a civil war on their 
hands, with foreign armies also 
fighting against them. In Red 
Army units were thousands of for- 
mer czarist officers and, as in any 
civil war, nobody’s loyalty could 
be taken for granted. That ex- 
plains the creation of the political 
commissars. As a shrewd observer 
has remarked, they came into ex- 
istence because conditions required 
their existence. They were pri- 
marily control officers, and if 
Washington had had such control 
officers, how many costly betray- 
als might have been prevented 
during the American Revolution? 

After Russia’s civil war came the 
reconstruction: ega, wherein Gen. 
Mihai] Frunze and Klementi IL. Vo- 
roshiloyv laid the basis of a perma- 
ment “Workers’ and Peasants’ Red 
Army.” These workers and peas- 
ants believed wholeheartedly in the 
Communist revolution, but the 
great masses of them were illiter- 
ate. If they were to be led and dis- 
ciplined, they had to be instructed. 
This became the task of the politi- 
cal commissars during the 1920s. 


‘The peasants and workers in the 
new Red Army wanted none of the 
abuses of the old Czarist Army, 
from which they had suffered ter- 
ribly. They wanted better food, 


better. clothes and direct informa- 


tion on what their Government was 


doing and why. The political com- 


missars were ardent believers in 
the new administration. Even their 
worst critics had to admit that 
they were also highly energetic 
men, possessed of great initiative 
and capable of assuming responsi- 
bility. In these early years, the 
commissars fought for a well-clad 
army and for efficiency even while 
they preached the doctrines of 
their political beliefs. 

Then, in the late ‘20s, the five- 
year plans began and the Red 
Army had to take second place to 
the Soviet Union’s gigantic efforts 
at industrialization. Since the 
Army’s expansion ceased tempor- 
arily, a great many of the most 
capable commissars were shifted 
into industrial construction and 
other occupations, But in 1936 and 
1937 the treason trials suddenly 
took all attention, and again. the 
question of the Army leaders’ loy- 
alty and the morale of troops .be- 
came uppermost. 

It is the opinion of foreign mili- 
tary attaches who were in Russia 
at the time that some of the Red 
Army’s high officers, perhaps 
many of them, were guilty of trea- 
‘son in 1936-37: As a result, the 
commissars’ role became of first 
importance again and their work 
establishment of army -morale.

While it is disturbing to Know

than alarm, 

The setbacks suffered by Mac- 
Arthur’s Australian Generals on 
the “roof of the world” seem ih 
some quarters detached from the 
scene, notably the Australian press, 
to have aroused disproportionate 
fears. 

Port Moresby’s main door still 
opens on the Coral Sea. The Jap- 
anese passage across the moun- 
tains is basically stab-in-the-back 
technique and can, without undue 
optimism, ‘be considered a minor 
phase of an ‘attack whose full di- 
mensions still ate not developed. 
Enemy’s Situation. 

Naturally, the knowledge that 
the whole parapet of green moun- 
tains, of which only the tip—Mount 
Victoria’s peak—can be seen in 
Port Moresby, is being consolidat- 
ed by the Japanese, gives little re- 
assurance to Port Moresby’s de- 
fenders. But the Japanese them- 


selves, in Lae and Salamaua, have 


known all the uncertainties which 
spring from having troops at their 
back. Australian jungle forces 
have been and still are nearer to 
the enemy along the northern coast 
of Huon Gulf than the Japanese 
will be able to get, even if they 
should continue their rate of-prog- 


ress another week without being 
y 


checked. 


Although the Australian public is 
clearly worried that an attitude of 
unjustifiable complacency resem- 
bling Singapore’s may have devel- 
oped in New .Guinea, the atmos- 
phere in Port Moresby is vigilant. 
No categorical promises that the 
Japanese will be driven from their 
positions atop the saddle have been 
forthcoming. Port Moresby fully 
appreciates that, as Singapore was 
taken by land with formidable 
communications to overcome, Aus- 
tralia’s “Little Singapore” might 
theoretically be taken the same 
way. 

Only an observer who has seen 
both fighting terrains can appre- 
ciate how different is the situation 
on the foothills rising up from 
Port Moresby’s roadhead to the vil- 
lage of Efogi, the latest named 
Japanese outpost, from that. in 
which Gen. H. Gordon Bennett's 
tankless infantry battalions. strove 
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invented a way of disassembling 
tanks into 20-pound pieces; which 
is the limit of a back-carrier, even 
they cannot bring tanks across the 
mountains above Port Moresby. In 
fact, the Japanese have deliberate- 
ly assumed a more difficult com- 
munications problem even than 
MacArthur when he undertook to 
hold the Australian forces perma- 
nently in the jungle outside Sala- 
maua and Lae.

Superior Jap Transport. 

As the hard Malayan highway 
flanked by paddyfields excluded or 
immobilized such lightly“armed ve- 
hicles as British armored cars and 
Bren gun carriers, the roadless roof 
above Port Moresby is even more 
restricted than Malaya. The Jap- 
anese have earned their positions, 
which lie directly astride the aerial 
channel of bombing squadrons, by 
superior transport and communica- 
tions plus good use of mortars and 
miniature field guns, combined 
with night and day infiltrating and 
flanking tactics. 

Japanese efficiency, which no- 
body denies, has enabled them to 
decentralize and simplify their sup- 
ply and materiel systems. But even 
the energetic enemy improvements 
—which include the widening of 
the wheelbarrow route between 
Oivi at Buna roadhead to Kokoda 
airport until it now is possible to 
feed the field from the coast by 
truck—do not chafge the fact that 
the Japanese cannot take Port 
Moresby from the rear by land 
alone, as they took Singapore.

"A MOTTO FOR GOV. DONNELL. 
‘We think a good motto to be hung in Gov. Don- 


letter killeth but the spirit giveth life.” 
Donnell is an incorruptible man and a conscien- 
tious Governor, but he sometimes suffers from the 
defects of his qualities, He is inclined to permit his 
devotion to legal formalism to interfere with his | 
role as the State’s chief executive officer. 
It is reported now that Gov. Donnell is considering 
calling the Legislature into special session to appro- 
priate additional funds badly needed by the penal 
and eleemosynary institutions as well as by other 
State departments. Heaven forbid! 
There is no doubt these State agencies need the 
money and need it badly. The hospitals report they 
need $260,000 to provide minimum care for patients 
until the end of the year. State penal officials ex-. 
pect to be out of funds by Dec. 1. In both cases, 
the shortages have been caused by sharply-advancing 
food costs, a factor not foreseen at the last legis- 
lative session. 

Other minor deficiencies in prospect involve the 
State Grain and Warehouse Department, Motor Ve- 
hicle Registration Department, for cost of. automo- 
bile license plates; State Treasurer, for State liquor 
tax stamps, and items such as the State’s share of 
the cost of assessing and collecting the revenue, pay 
of special Judges, apprehension of criminals and 
other minor items. 

Altogether, the deficiencies are estimated to 
amount to about $500,000 or $600,000. For this there 
is far more than enough in the Treasury. It is 
believed the general revenue balance at the close 
of the 1941-42 biennial period will be between five 
and seven million dollars. 

The question of deficiencies has come up during 
every administration. Governors Hyde, Baker, Caul- 
field and Stark all were confronted with it. The 
usual procedure is to permit the affected depart- 
ments to incur deficiencies ‘and then ask the suc- 
ceeding Legislature to make appropriations for 
these claims. That is what Hyde, Baker, Caulfield 
and Stark did. In fact, Donnell himself signed a 
number of deficiency items passed by the 1941 
Legislature. 

Last year, however, the Governor asked Attorney- 
General McKittrick if he could legally agree to sub- 
mit to the 1943 Legislature, and sign, a bill for a 
minor deficiency item for the State Grain and Ware- 
house Department. McKittrick held that such an 
agreement could not be entered into under the Con- 
stitution. This is what gives the Governor pause. 

‘ It is, however, merely an advisory opinion and is 
not binding on the Governor. Maybe it is sound and 
maybe it isn’t. If the Governor disregards it, this 
will not be the first time that he has failed to accept 
the word of the Attorney-General as final. It will 
be recalled that McKittrick, by a narrow construc- 
tion of the law, once held that the State highway 
patrol could not chase thieves and murderers, but 
could function only as an enforcer of the traffic 
laws. This opinion, which would have wrecked some 
of the most vital functions of the patrol, was met 
by counter-opinions and a burst of popular indigna- 
tion. The Governor did not put it into effect. 

If Mr. McKittrick’s opinions were tantamount to 
law, moreover, it may well be that the Governor of 
Missouri at the present time would not be Donnell, 
but McDaniel. McKittrick fought the writ of man- 
damus by which the Speaker of the Missouri House 
was compelled to seat Goy. Donnell. The Supreme 
Court issued the writ over McKittrick’s arguments 
and objections. : ; . 

For a Governor to be scrupulous of his constitu- 
tional limitations and to be reverently faithful to 
his oath of office is one of the fundamental require- 
ments of a republican state. This does not mean 
that he must sneeze every time a not too dependable 
Attorney-General takes snuff. It does not mean that 
he must count all the angels on the head of a pin, 
or get lost in a jungle of legalism and fine technical 
points that can be resolved either way. 

If men of the high character and unquestionable | 
integrity of Donnell’s immediate predecessors—Caul- 
field and Stark—felt they could authorize deficien- 
cies without calling the Legislature into special ses- 
sion, Donnell hag fine and ample precedent for doing 
the same thing. 

Why are we opposed to calling the Legislature 
into session? Because (1) it is completely unnec- 
cessary; (2) it costs a lot of money which need not 
be spent; (3) the Governor may limit the legisla- 
tive acts to be passed, but he cannot prevent the 
Legislature from remaining in session ingefinitely 
for all sorts of mischief-making -purposes; (4) the 
present Legislature contains the discredited gang 
that brought shame upon Missouri for trying to steal 
the governorship, and a large part of its member- 
ship either was beaten in the last primary or saw 
fit not to run again. If this gang were brought 
together once more, they might easily take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to settle their grudges and 
raise no end of trouble. This gang does not repre- 
sent the State of Missouri. 

The Governor will add no cubits to his stature if 
he permits an over-scrupulous regard for the letter 
of the law, especially as interpreted by the less- 
than-infallible McKittrick, to reverse a settled prac- 
tice of Missouri Governors—one that has stood with- 
out attack for many years.

HE existence of such a restriction on 
T voting as the poll tax is a restriction 

on the basic right of all Americans, and 
a serious reflection on our democracy at 
any time. It creates a class of Grade B 
citizens who are denied the rights guaran- 
teed to them by the Constitution and the 
whole framework of our country. It puts 
the rights that all Americans should have 
up for sale to those who have the price, 
The poll tax, however, becomes even more 
serious when our nation is fighting a des- 
perate war for survival. It becomes a defi- 
nite drag on our war program, and as such 
a block in our path to victory. 
Our ability to fight for democracy is im- 
paired when we deny democracy to millions 
of our own people at home.

Here’s another reason: Our war workers 
aren't throwing their money around in the 
high, wide and handsome fashion of the last 
bay “silk shirt era.”

The chief reason for rationing, in short, 
is not that we are planning to send more 
meat to our Allies on lease-lend. It is that 
we ourselves are eating 12 pounds apiece 
more this year than we did back in the '30s. 
Now we've got to go back to the level of 
the ‘30g and eat only two and one-half 
pounds a week as compared with the Brit- 
ish ration of one pound.

CENSUS REPORT MADE 
ON ROOM-CROWDING 


Situation More Prevalent on 
Missouri Farms Than in 
Cities in 1940. 


Room-crowding was more preva- 
lent in Missouri farm homes in 
1940 than in the cities and towns 


of the State, a bulletin of the 
United States Census Bureau, re- 
leased today, shows. Homes with 
an average of more than two occu- 
pants for each room were reported 
for 2.4 per cent of city households, 
for 4.7 per cent of the households 
classified as “rural non-farm,” and 
for 6.5 per cent of farm dwellings. 
All figures are as of 1940, the cen- 
sus year. 

An average of more than one 
person per room was reported for 
18.8 per cent of city households, 
22.4 per cent of those in rural non- 
farm areas, and 27.9 per cent of 
farm dwellings. 

In regard to size of households, 
the bureau reports that there were 
305,294 two-person households, con- 
stituting 28.6 per cent of the 1,068,- 
642 households in the State. One- 
person households were 8.3 per 
cent of the total, and three-person 
households were 23.3 per cent. 
Negro households, 6.4 per cent of 
all in the State at large, were 2.6 
per cent of the farm households, 
3.3 per cent of the rural non-farm 
homes and 9.5 per cent of those in 
the cities. 

The median size of households in 
Missouri, representing an average 
of the State, was 3.06 persons. In 
the cities this median size was 2.94 
persons, in the rural non-farm 
classification 2.95, and on farms 
3.41,

Capt. Colin Kelly’s Crew Mate Says 


Sergt. Meyer Levin Gives Details of Sinking 
Of Jap Battleship Off Philippines, 


Loss of 


Bomber.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP)— 
The sinking of the Japanese battle- 


ship Haruna off the Philippines 
last December was a “bombardier’s 
dream,” Sergt. Meyer Levin, bom- 
bardier on the Flying Fortress pi- 
loted by Capt. Colin P. Kelly, said 
yesterday in a description of the 
action broadcast from Australia. 

Sergt. Levin, of Brooklyn, al- 
ready holder of the Distinguished | 
Flying Cross, has just been award- 
ed the Silver Star for gallantry. 
In the broadcast, he told for the 
first time just what went on inside 
Capt. Kelly’s bomber during this 
now historic attack, 

“We were on the way searching 
for a Japanese aircraft carrier,” he 
said. “We searched for two hours 
but found no trace of it. However, 
in the Jap convoy was a battleship 
protecting landing operations and 
we made this our target. 

100 Guns on Ship. 

“This battleship had almost a 
hundred guns, better than our ship. 
There was a terrific amount of 
anti-aircraft fire coming up at us 
as we approached. It was being 
thrown up by the battleship and 
the rest of the convoy; most of it 
just below us. : 

“We were flying at 22,000 feet 
but these Flying Fortresses are 
built for the job. 

“We were almost straight in 
front of the target. Fifteen sec- 
onds before I released the bombs I 
knew I was going to hit the ship. 
- « IT saw them hit. What a hit. 
The first one opened up the star- 
board side, the second hit her near 
the funnel and the third landed 
just over the port side... 

“The next time I took a look at 


her she was really blazing. I knew 
then it was the Haruna. Big black, 
thick smoke was pouring out and 
there was a big patch of oil spread- 
ing from the sides.” 


End of Bomber. 


Levin told of the bomber’s loss 
on the way home. Capt. Kelly was 
killed when the plane exploded 
after he had ordered his men to 
bail out. Levin and four others 
came down safely. 


“We turned away from the area 
and headed for home,” Levin said. 
“We caught the coastline and came 
down close towards the sea. We 
were flying just gt the top of a 
cloud when all hell broke loose. 


“Two Japanese Messerschmitt 
fighters came up from below just 
on our tail. They. stayed there 
pouring everything they had into 
us. Cannon and machine gun bul- 
lets were exploding all through the 
ship. The first burst Tom a shell 
killed the engineer, who was man- 
ning one of the guns. The bottom 
gunner was wounded by fragments 
of scrap. 


“The oxygen system throughout 
the bomber caught fire. Below us 
I could see streams of tracers and 
cannon-shells coming in toward the 
body of the ship. Some of the 
shells were bursting against the 
armor plates, filling the whole cab- 
in with broken shrapnel... The 
control gave way and we began to 
dive. . .« . 


“The Fortress headed down to- 
wards the earth in a power dive. 
In a few seconds we were doing 
about 400 straight down. Capt. 
Kelly shouted over the phone ‘Bail 
out, going down.’” F

Gregor is one of America’s foremost industrial pychologists. 
He is located at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology where he is 
training a selected group of grad- 
uate students to become “lubricat- 
ing engineers” to handle the hu- 
man friction that develops in busi- 
ness and industry. 

“We had an industrial psychology 
case in which you might be inter- 
ested, Dr. Crane,” he said. “One of 
the managers in a certain plant 
wasn't getting along very well with 
his men. He even volunteered the 
remark one day that he would be 
most happy if he didn't have any 
workers to deal with. Although he 

was talerited in mechanical lines, he simpy lacked the faculty of 

getting along smoothly with human beings. 
* 

: “ONE MORNING WE met six of his men at a drinking foun- 
tain in the plant, They were ready to quit, for they said they 
just couldn’t stand working for this manager any longer. But 
we persuaded them to stay on the job for another month prom- 
ising them that we were going to see if we couldn't iron things 
out. Their boss wag intelligent but he just didn’t realize the ef- 
fect he had on his men. We planned to give him some friendly 
psychological counsel if we could enlist his co-operation. As a 
criterion for estimating success in our venture, we decided that 
when men actually asked to be transferred into his department, 
we would have won. So we started to work upon this manager, 
tactfully pointing out many of the faults and actions which 
alienated those in his employment.

“IT WAS A DELICATE task, of course, for sometimes we 
had to tell him things that even his best friends had refrained 
from mentioning. But he took it in good spirit and co-operated 
with us. We could observe a change in him from the very out- 
set. And after three months, there were eight applications from 
different parts of this large plant for transfers into this man’s 
department. We not only vindicated the value of psychology in 
removing human friction in this great industrial concern, but 
we salvaged an excellent man who might otherwise have been 
unable to retain his position with the firm.”

ROM the sound of his name, 
you might expect Pvt. Delbert 
Jenkins to be a youthful, rosy- 
cheeked soldier, just turned 20, a 
still slightly dreamy draftee with 
a doting mama back home, waiting 
to hear of his Army exploits. There 
are only a couple of things wrong 
with that picture. The Pvt. Jen- 


and youthful in a way, but his age - 
ig 61, some 41 years past the se- 
lectee starting limit. Although he’s 
been in two world wars, he was 
draft-exempt in both, and his fam- 
ily back home includes a wife, 
—_ children, and five grandchil- 
ren. 


The oldest private in the Engi- 
neering Replacement Training Cen- 
ter at Fort Leonard Wood, Jenkins 
sees nothing particularly unusual 
in a grandfather enlisting for mili- 
tary service, and is slightly amazed 
when any special mention is made 
of him. His commanding officer, 
Capt. H. H. Schou of Company A, 
Thirty-second Engineers’ training 
battalion, calls him “one of the 
most patriotic men I’ve ever run 
into,” but Jenkins believes his mo- 
tives for enlisting were personal 
and practical as well as patriotic. 

“One reason I enlisted,” Jenkins 
says, “is that I felt when we came 
home the last time, as Pershing 
said, we hadn’t done what we went 
over to France to do. We hadn’t 
destroyed the German military ma- 
chine, It came back worse than 
ever.’ This time we're going to do 
the job right, so the same thing 
can’t happen again. 

“Another reason I wanted to join 
was because of my children. I 
have one son, my youngest who's 
21 now, in the Air Forces, and an- 
other one was recently ordered 
back to the Army Field Artillery 
eas a reservist. My other three 
sons are all subject to the draft, 
and I felt that I was as able as 
any of them to leave home and go, 
So I got permission to leave my 
job—I was working as leader as- 
sistant to the camp engineer in 
soi] conservation for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture—and on July 
9 enlisted in San Francisco, The 
age limit for enlistments was 
—" in view of my previous serv- 
ce.” 


This time, as in the last war, 
Jenkins had to wait for the family 
dependents’ bill to be passed, to 
provide for his family. At the 
time of his enlistment in World 
War I, he was 37 years old, and 
had five children. When the bill 
providing for dependents was 
passed in 1918, he enlisted. 

“I spent 15 weeks at Camp Hum- 
phries, Virginia, and went overseas 
in August, 1918,” he said. “I was 
assigned to railway artillery con- 
struction but the war was over 
before we got well started with 
that. However, Germany knew we 
had the equipment and that we'd 
use it, and we'd have gone straight 
on to Berlin if they hadn’t sur- 
rendered.” 

Jenkins was a private in the 


last war, and was to receive an 
appointment as mathematics in- 
structor but hadn’t been sworn in 
when the armistice was signed. 
This time he is again a private, in 
the same corps as the last war, and 


at present is assistant to the com- 
pany supply sergeant, taking care 
of tools. 

“It was something of a problem 
to know just where to place him,” 
Capt. Schou said, “but he told me 
he was willing to do whatever 
would best serve the war effort, 
so since he’s extremely accurate 
with figures we found a place for 
him in the tool supply. .

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Pressure

LTHOUGH I$ am frequently 


asked to say something about 
blood pressure, I have been 
compelled to refrain because there 
has been nothing to say. Lately, 
however, a simple treatment for 
certain forms of low blood pressure 
has been proved successful, so I 
will describe it today. 
Blood pressure is measured by 
encircling the arm with a rubber 


bag attached to a mercury pres 


sure column. When the arm band 
is inflated until the pressure just 
obliterates the pulse, the height of 
the mercury column measures the 
blood pressure. 

Taking the pressures of many 
thousands of people, this has been 
found on the average to be 120 
millimeters of mercury, recorded 
as 120. This is the systolic pres- 
sure, or the pressure in the arter- 
ies when the heart is contracting. 
The diastolic pressure—when the 
heart is relaxing — can also be 
measured, and is on the average 
80; a diastolic pressure of 90 is 
high, and of 100, very high. The 
upper limit of a normal systolic 
pressure is considered to be 150. 

These averages are, however, 
quite arbitrary. One out of every 
three persons over the age of 45 
has a blood pressure of 150 or 
over. It is almost norma! rather 
than a disease in that age period. 
Of the other 66 percons per 100 in 
that age period, about 25 have 
pressures from 120 to 140, about 
30 have pressures from 110 to 120 
and the rest are below 110.

THE IDEAL BLOOD pressure 
(not the average) is 110. This is 
the judgment of a physician who 
studied a large group of people, 
also inquiring into their activities. 
He concluded that at any age the 
ones who felt best were the most 
active, experienced the least fa- 
tigue and accomplished the best 
and the most work, and had a 
pressure around 1M. At any rate 
110 must not be considered “low” 
blood pressure. 

Most of the people who have a 
lower blood pressure than that are 
unaware of it. It produces no 
symptoms. They live longer on 
the average. It is often associated 
with underweight, a _ thin linear 
“asthenic” type of body build with 
the drooping of the stomach and 
intestines, and such symptoms as 
the patient has can be as well 


‘ascribed to the general bodily in- 


adequacy as to the incidental low 
blood pressure. 
x * * 

A SPECIAL TYPE of low blood 
pressure is postural—the person 
who has this is uncomfortable 
when he gets on his feet because 
in the erect position the blood 
pressure falls to very low levels. 
So he is likely to be dizzy and 
weak when he first gete up. In 
the course of the day this wears 
off and his blood pressure appa- 
ratus makes adjustments. 

A good treatment for this con- 
dition has been developed by Drs. 
Maclean and Allen, at the Mayo 
Clinic. This ig the. “headup” bed. 
The head of the bed is elevated 18 
inches (start with six inches) and 
the patient sleeps and rests in this 
position. The position prevents that 
loss of postural adaptation that the 
patient gained in the daytime. It 
is, in most cases, the only treat- 
ment needed.

Poor Playing © 
By South in 
Bridge Game

N a great many situations it is 
| absolutely vital to establish a 

long side suit before making any 
attempt to draw trumps. I refer to 
a case such as the following: 

North, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East South West 
Pass ilheart. 4spades Double 


Pass Pass Pass 

South’s bid, although bold, was 
not entirely without logic, and it 
was only because of the miserable 
dummy that North laid down for 


‘ him, as well as for the fact that 


the spade suit was badly divided, 
that any large penalty was pos- 
sible. However, although South’s 
bid was a good sporting effort, his 
play left a great deal to be desired, 

West opened the heart king. De- 
clarer ruffed and, noting that im- 
mediate diamond leads would 
make it possible for the defenders 
to collect the ace and king and 


then ruff a third round, imme-— 


diately laid down the ace and king 
of trumps. As was to be expected 
(considering West’s double), a 4-1 
trump break was revealed, and 
now declarer was in serious trou- 
ble. Belatedly he laid down the 
diamond queen. West won and 
continued with hearts. Declarer 
ruffed and played the diamond 
jack. East won and led a third 
heart. 

This time declarer avoided @ 
force by discarding a club, but 
this was only fleeting relief. He 
had to ruff a fourth heart and 
now found himself with one trump 
less than West had. West ruffed 
declarer’s next lead of the dia- 
mond, laid down the spade queen 
to draw declarer’s jack, and then 
led the club ten through dummy. 
East collected the rest of the 
tricks for a penalty of 1100 points. 


Obviously it was impossible for 
declarer to avoid defeat in this 
deal, but at least he could have 
saved a substantial number of 
points, His decision to lay down 
the ace and king of trumps was 
directly responsible for the loss 
of two tricks. Had he confined 
himself to a limit of one high 
trump lead, then had gone about 
his business setting up the dia- 
mond suit, the defenders would 
have found it impossible to take 
more than five tricks. Declarer’s 
actual plan of play permitted 
trump control to pass to the de 
fenders, whereas under the rec 
ommended course he would have 
retained that vital control,

Mixed Pickles 
One quart three-inch cucumbers, 
two cups small white onions, one 
cup salt, nine cups water, one- 
fourth cup white mustard seed, 
three tablespoons celery seed, one 


cup sugar, two-thirds cup corn 
syrup, five cups vinegar, one cup 
water, two cups small cauliflower 
flowerets, two cups sliced carrots, 
two-thirds cup shredded sweet red 
peppers, two cups celery sticks 
(about two inches long). 

Soak cucumbers and onions sep- 
arately in salt and water for 12 
hours or over night. Drain and 
soak two hours in very cold water.

No human being, 
either married or single could re- 
ceive such coddling without becom- 
ing a public pest—conceited, cow- 
ardly and utterly 2ontemptible. 
There is no person more difficult 
or exasperating to work with than 
such a protected, pampered hus- 
band or wife.
